And the biggest charlatan of 
all, tlio quack, does liis most thriving 
trado-with people of intclligonco. 
, , , Let a long-luiirod iudlvidual witJi a 
^'brqad-brlmmod hat, au Indian name, 
a tiVass band anil a peddlor's wagon 
sot himaolf up at tho street comer and 
proclaim, himself a wonderful jphysi- 
oian, jyitb a panacea for all the ills 
that flesh is hoir to, tind ho will attract 
hundreds of intelligent persons, who 
will pay tliuir money to a man thoy 
nerer saw before for a ^ompound con- 
o'erning which tlioy know nothing be- 
yoh'd his boastful assertions. Tho 
1 same persons who put no trust in tho 
hdVice of a physician whom they have 
known for years, and wlioso interest it 
is to advice thorn fairly and for tho 
best, will swallow with avidity tlio ad- 
Ticb.fiandM.the nostrum of any loud- 
voicie'd, quack who forces himself upon 
their aitontiou. In some cases, no 
doubt,'it is because tlio quack promis- 
es, hating no rosponsibiiiiy, what tiie 
educated physieiiiu with a reputation 
at stake does not promise. But in tlio 
vast majority of cases it seems as if the 
impollin<r motive — the ruling passion 
upon wliich tho quack plays so success- 
fully—is the dcsiro to bo gullod. 

How far sooiel/ can or ought to go 
in protecting its members from the 
evil cousi!(|iiences of this erazo Is an 
opeu quesiioii. So long as jjeoplo in- 
sist upon being swiudlctl and resent 
anv inviisioti of tlioir iiihorenl riglit to 
be swindled, tlio .swiiullcr will luidoubt- 
edly, bo on iuiiul to ;iratiiy thorn; and, 
as tiioy aro free agents, tlie law is 
prbbably powerless to protect tlioiu 
against their will. But it does seem a.s 
though there should be hotter protec- 
tion than there is for tho weaker mem- 
bers of souioty. When an infamous 
charlatan jilios his wrotoliod trade and 
jeopardizes tlio lieiiltli and life of his 
victims there oiiglit to be some means 
of reaching hlui promptly and elleetu- 
all}-, not merely with lino or imprisou- 
ment after tho offense has been com- 
aiittod, bat with sure prevention of tho 
t) Hen so. 

Tho'liberly of tho individu;il is a 
eacrod thing even when it is tho liber- 
ty to bo swindled. But in securing the 
welfare of the whole even that may be 
curtailed with propriety.

Mr. Blaine's opponents havo placed him 
in an awkward predicaraont by the pub- 
lication of supplementary correspondence 
concerning his relations to the Little 
Rock &, Fort Smith railway, an enter- 
prise in which he \ya3 given an interest in 
return for his influence in oongreaa, and 
in which he promised that ho would not 
bo a "dbad-hoad." The amount agreed 
to bo paid Mr. Bhiino by the promoU'ra of 
the onterprisQ was §102,500 in buuda of 
the road, and $15,150 iii cash, and the 
Maine politician actually received $.121, • 
000 worth of bonds without the expendi- 
ture, of a stspence on his part. Warren 
Smith, jr., a promoter of the Little Rock 
railway, was the person through whom 
Mr. Blaine obtnincd this gratuity, and on 
April 15th, 18712, Mr. Fialiur wroto to the 
latter as follow*: — 

"I havo placod you la positions where- 
by you have received very largo auma of 
money without one dollar of ospense to 
you, and you ouijht not to forget the act 
on my part. Of all tho parties connect- 
ed with tho Little Uuck ifc Fort Smith 
railrofid no ono has boon ao fortunate aa 
yourself in obtaining money out of it. 
You obtained subscriptions from your 
friends in Maine for tho building of the 
Little Book & Fort Smith railroad. Out 
of their subscriptions you obtained a 
largo amount both of bonds and money 
free of coat to you. I havo your own 
figures and know tho amount. Owing to 
your pulitical position, you woro able to 
work off all your bonda at a very high 
price, and the fact is well known to others 
as wall as myself." 

Four years later, in 1870, Mr. Blaine 
was a candidate far the |)ruaidential nom- 
ination of the republican party, and lind- 
ing that his canvass was being injured by 
the charges brought against him for his 
connection with the Little Rock & Kort 
Smith enterprise, he wroto Mr. Fiahor 
imploring a letter oxonoruting liiui from 
these imputations, and euoloaiiig a draft 
of what was desired. In thia draft Mr. 
Blaine made Mr. Fisher say: — 

"You became the purchaser of about 
^OiOOO of the bonds on precisely the 
same terms that e^■ory other buyer re- 
ceived, paying fur tlioiii in inaialuients, 
running over a conaidorablo period, just 
as others did. The transaction was per- 
fectly open, and there was no more 
secrecy in regard to it than if you had 
been buying Hoar or sugar. I am sure 
you never owned a bond of the road that 
yuu did nut pay for at the market rate. 
Indeed, I am auru no ono rctuivud bonds 
on any other terms. " 

This statement was a deliberate false- 
hood, and Mr. Fisher refused to append 
his oiirnature to it, and to this day Mr. 
Blaine awaits a vindication. Tho publi- 
cation of these letters puts tho republi- 
can candidate on the defensive in tho 
campaign, and makes it e.xceodingly 
awkward for his friends to face an au- 
dience in iiis behalf. He stands con- 
victed of cqrrf]|)Moa,- and subornation of 
falsehood, and the succbsa of a man thus 
branded will bo a blot on the moral aense 
of .the people. 

TEE EGYPTIAN POLICY. 

The moat e.xcitinf< and interesting dis- 
patches that have como over tho wires for 
many months are those that have been 
received within the past few days con- 
cerning the protest of the European con- 
tinental powers against tho suspension of 
the' Egyptian Debt Sinking Fund. The 
euspension of this fund, followed almost 
immediately after Lord Is'orthbrook 
reached Egypt, proves that the 
order was made at the instance of the 
Gladstone government. The order has 
caused a serious misunderstanding be- 
tween the governments of London and 
Paria, and Fra»o«, in making her de- 
mand for its withdrawal has acted in con- 
cert with and at the instigation of the 
other powers. So far aa Germany, Aus- 
tria and Russia are concariied the ques- 
tion is more political than financial, A 
groat European coalition has been formed 
against Great Britain. This coalition will 
put England on her mettle, ioi it is a 
blow aimed at her political and commer- 
cial supremacy. She must beat it or lose 
her prestige, trade and domination. Tho 
"grand old man" must now show thestutl' 
of which he is wade. If his 5a the weak 
and vasoilating spirit Bismarck has pro- 
nounced it, ho will recede in Egypt and 
try to conciliate; but if he is like the 
grand old nation over whose destinies he 
preside.?, he will carry out his policy in 
spite of any combination which has been 
or may bo formod.

In n>plv to 
the queston whether tluj KussiaiiH were 
able and desired to invade India, 
Skobeleff answered that ho would not 
say anything reliitivo lo the iioliticiil 
side of the matter. His personal 
opinion was thai tliero was no qunKlion 
of Central Asia involved, but .simply a 
regrettable inisuiidur.stauding between 
England and Russia, which Uc. was 
firmly persuaded would one day cea.se. 
He could not beiievfi that two great 
European Powers would wage war for 
the .sake of some .Asiatics. In tho 
mciantiiiu; General Skobidefl' was of 
0|)inion, from a military point of view, 
tliy,t the invasion of India would be 
inoro difficult than is generally heliov- 
ed. "In order to take Akhal, and 
having at my di.sposal but .'),000 men, 
I had to get 20,000 camols from Oren- 
burg, Khiva, Bokhara and Mangislilak 
at great expense and with the u*,most 
diflicultv'. Ill ord(u- to iiivado India wi; 
ahould have, in my opinion, l.'')0,000 
men — 60,000 for the purpose of gut 
ting in, and 90,000 to guard our com- 
municatioiiH. .'Viul how many camt^ls 
wonid it not re(]uiro, and where coultl 
they bo found! This is n detail of truii- 
Hport. But inoilern warfare is ham- 
pered by such details. . . . Then how 
is an army to live^ Afghunistan in a 
poor country, incapuhle of supplying 
food for an army of 00,000 men." 
General Skobolen llioii wont on to say 
that Husaia had fl.'ceil her bouiuliiry in 
Asia at Persia, whore she (3njoys an 
inlluonce siniihir to tlial of England in 
AfgliHiiiHtaii. The relations of Hussia 
with Teheran he stated to be excellent, 
and it waa agreed that Mer should 
mark tho limit of the Cznr's power 
in A.sia. It, was a good thing that 
Afghanistan on ono hand and Kash- 
garia on the other intorposed u barrier 
between Bussia and India. 



AN IRISH MYST'I^RY. 

Tiii-cc Bodies Found in au Old 
Well, 

The police, are pursuing inquiries in 
reference to the. extraordinary .distto^ery of 
rouiains iu the well near Castletowuroche. 

M tho inquest the jury found that tho re- 
niaitis were those of Mrs. Sheenan, her 
daughter, and son; but there waa no evi- 
dence to show how they came by tlioir 
death. It is believed sonic new light will 
ere long bo thrown U])on the myntery, and 
that tho iierpetrators will be brought to 
justice. A rci)orter who visited the scone 
of the occurreuce states that tho woll in 
which the bodies were found is about 8(lft. 
deep. It was originally constructed by llr. 
lioud Lowe for the accommodation of hia 
tenants, but it ran dry, and for some time 
before tho disappearance of Mrs. Sheehan 
and her .two children it had not been used. 
Tho well is not situated upon tho lands 
which Mrs. f^heohan hold, but iu n straight 
lino across the lields. It would be about 
900 yards distant from the farmhouse fIu- 
occupied. .Mrs. .Sheehan, who is sujiposcd 
to bo one of the deceased, held two farms, 
consisting of 7U acres, at Clarrig Downing | 
situated between Fermoy and Mallow. 
There lived with hor a daughter, a sou 
named Thomas, and an elder sou named 
William. She hatl also a sou John, who 
was married, and resided in a pabliohoase 
some distance away. The man still lives near 
Castletowuroche, and is tho only one of tho 
family residing iu the locality. About tho 
time of the disappearance of Mrs. Shee- 
han she was negotiating for tho marriage 
uf her sun William with the daughter of 
a farmer named Brown. She stipulated 
for a fortune of £.'iOO, but Brown was not 
prepared to give such a dowry. William 
disputed Ills mother's objection, and ar- 
ranged to marry Miss Brown on a fortune 
of £170, but in the moantimo the mother 
disappeared, and William stated as a 
cauao for hor sudden departure that he 
had given hor £300 out of his marriage 
portion, and that tho mother, daughter 
and son Thomas had gone away. It was 
freely rumored at tho time that Mrs. Shee- 
han intondod, with her daughter, to seek 
another place, an'd work for themselves, 
find thoir departure camo in no way as a 
suriirise, John, however, alleges that hi.i 
auspicious were aroused by tho very sud- 
den departure of the members of his 
family, and that he communicated with 
the police. The latter have no recollec- 
tion and no record of such a report. After 
tho disappearance of Mrs. Shoehan, the 
aim John took posBessiun of tho farm, and 
held it until a year ago, when he was 
evicted for non-payment of rent, and he 
left with his wife for Australia. The farm 
has since been "boycotted."
